The reading of the platform occupied 


25 minutes. 
Mr. Foraker moved the 


adoption ol the report as the national 
Republican platform for 1S96, and then 
Senator Teller was recognized, and of- 
fered his minority report. There was. 
loud cheering for silver states when 
Teller arose to speak. 


Teller presented the following minority 


report: We, the undersigned members 
o£ the committee on resolutions, being 
unable to agree with that part of the 
majority report; which treats of the sub- 
jects of coinage and finance, respect- 
fully submit the following paragraph as 
n substitute therefor: The Republican 
party favors the use of both goid and 
silver as equal standard money, arid 
pledges its power to secure the- free, un- 
restricted and Independent coinage of 
^old and sliver at our mints, at the ratio 
of 16 parts of silver to 1 part of gold." 


Senator Teller then advanced, to the. 


front, and. In earnest tones, addressed; 
the convention In explanation of his 
course. He.contended that his advocacy 
of free silver was because he believed 
that no country could prosper without 
it, and because he believed that it was 
the great weight which was now weigh- 
ing down the country. -Temporarily for- 
getting his. pledge, Mr. Tel|er launched 
out Into a general discussion of the In- 
ternational phase o£ the sliver question, 
declaring: that the American people had 
the power to maintain a financial system 
commensurate with their own great- 
ness, but he believed protection Impos- 
sible ui-.dcr a single gold standard. 


Senator F&raker took the platform and 


moved that the Teller substitute be laid 
on the table. Colorado, seconded by 
Montana and Nevada, demajifled a roll- 
call. 
Hollcall began, " and 
resulted: 


Ayes. SIS'i; nays, 305%. 


At 12:30, Mr. Forakermove'd the previ- 


ous question on the adoption ot.the plat- 
form. 
Senator Dubols o^ Idaho was 


given permission to ask. a question be- 
fore the previous question be ordered. 
He asked for a separate vote on the 
financial plank. Colorado ana-Montana 
seconded the. request for a discussion of 
the question. The vote on the adop- 
tion oi the financial plank-by states re- 
sulted: Ayes, S121A; nays, 110%. 


Tho Bolt. 


•'The platform as :a whole was then 
adopted by a viva voce vote—-104. 


Senator Connon'ot Utah was then per-, 


mltted to read a statement, announcing 
'the.purpose of'the silver minority. -The 
protest claimed that srolfl monomplni- 


HJem mean't ruin to t&e*tountry, and the 
signers declared that'.they would "not 
lend themselves.to "unholy ends." -'The 
protest was signed by Teller of Colo- 
rado, Dubols of.Idaho", Cannon of Utah, 
Hartman ;ot Montana, -and Cleveland. 
Nevada, all members of the commit-, 
tee on resolutions. . Senator Pettlgre-w 
(South Dakota) added bis name to the 
protest, although not a member of the 
committee. 


At the closing words, declaring that 


the Republican party, once the redeemer 
o' the people, was now about to become 
its oppressor, a. storm of hisses and 
groans "was raised from all parts of the 
hall, and cries of "down" were raised. 


At this point about 40 delegates from 


the silver states left the convention. 


Lee Mantle'of Montana, whose dele- 


gates did not go out, made a speech, 
saying that although his colleagues re- 
mained In the party, they could not_ap- 
prove the financial plank of the plat- 
form. He md not favor bolting, but the 
Montana delegation -would reserve the 
right to separate candidates from plat- 
form, and support the former, while re- 
jecting the latter. 


BEJTATOH MANTLE. 
: "The next business Is the call of the 
roll of states for the nomination for 
president" announced Mr. Thuraton at 
2 o'clock. The roll was called, names

The honor. had been reserved for 


Chauncey M. Depew for the greatest 
personal ovation of the convention up 
to this time. It came wh 


Dooaie. Influenced by the spirit wtilcn. 
animated every one In . tbe • hall,-ap- 
parently, Mr, Hinna mounted a chair, 
and kissed both hands to Senator Fora- 
ker, -who had touched the "match, to the 
mine and produced the great exploilon. 
At this time some one brought forward 
the Ohio standard to the platform, and, 
catching sight of It, about 20,000 throats 
were opened In a terrific yell, and thu 
uproar, whlch'seemed about on the point 
of subsiding,'.swelled out again with 
greater vigor. A.^plaster medallion of 
Governor McKInley was placed on tht 
chairman's desk,•and the delegates from 
Ohio almost ruptured their lungs In en 
attempt • to outyell their former 'efforts 
as the boss sclireechers of the United 
States.

they never reached It, for. the .band, 
with Its new mission of chaos on its 
hands, came In with "Hall Columbia," 
and with n last effort the crowd Joined 
and overwhelmed the music. 


At 3:35, after 17.minutes of wild con- 


tusion and uproar, Senator Thurston 
started In to call the convention to order, 
but a few whacks.of his gavel Called to 
overcome the confusion, and he let up, 
with a look of resignation, which ap- 
pealed to those In his immediate neigh- 
borhood, but was 'entirely lost on the 
howling mass In. front. The chairman 
pounded repeatedly on the table with his 
gavel, seeking to restore order. 


At 3:40 the chairman-made another 


effort to bring the convention to order. 
It was useless, and the band played 
"Dixie" for the first time. When the 
crowd heard "Dixie," beginning with 
the Missouri delegation, who 'sprang 
to their chairs', then with Alabama, the 
whole convention rose in sympathy, and 
the roar once more came. At this point 
a man, the likeness of McKInley, and 
wearing a Napoleon hat that looked aa 
If It had come out of the property room 
of an illustrated newspaper, -walked 
along the upper: tier of seats occupied 
by the gentlemen ot the press. He was 
greeted with cheers. Jeers, laughter. 
. 


Twenty-five minutes of anarchy, 'ana 


then the delegates and outsiders relapsed 
Into their seats and-permitted the con- 
vention to go ahead with its work. Sena- 
tor Foraker then-made his speech, nom- 
inating Mr. McKInley, In a" forceful and 
eloquent argument.' The nomination 
was seconded by Senator Thuraton, and 
while his: effort -n-aa . satisfactory, the

Then the crowd had i> all to them- 


selves, and they howled. The first move- 
ment was to mount the seats where they 
yelled awhile. Then they got down ami 
did some more yelling. A little experi- 
ment of this kind seemed to be enough, 
and they climbed upon the seats again 
tor another session of-yelling from these 
elevated positions. As if shot into, the 
air from some concealed battery, 1000 
variegated plumes flashed In the air, 
almost concealing the thousands of 
American 
flags, 
handkerchiefs 
arid 


umbrellas 
that 
were 
being wildly 


flourished by the enthusiastic crowd. 
State standards were uprooted, and car- 
ried up and down the aisles by ehrlek- 
ing delegates. A gigantic portrait of 
Governor McKinley was hoisted to a 
position In front of the gallery, opposite 
the chairman's desk, and as the picture 
caught the eyes of the.assemblage there 
was an immense swell In the volume of 
cound, which filled the..spacious hall. In 
an effort to bring about a state of quiet- 
ness, the band' struck up, "Marching 
Through Georgia." 'Instead of listening 
quietly to the Instrumental music, the 
crowd simply drowned it out by singing. 
In all sorts of voices and In all kinds of 
time, the words of'the. song. Every- 
body came out especially strong on the 
chorus. The crowd outyelled the band, 


After a while there was an ebb In the 


volume of noise, and again the instru- 
ments started In/ this time with "Tho 
Battle Cry of Freedom." Again the au- 
dience helped out the musicians, and tlie 
battlecry of freedom was_ shouted in n. 
manner -which reminded old-timers q£ 
the w-ar time. 


At 3:30, the awful uproar haying been 


lasted some 12 minutes, the chairman 
made' a futile attempt to check It' with 
his gavel, but it was no use, and he gave 
It up with a grim smile at the crowd In 
front, who for tht first time since the 
opening of- his admlnlstratloi: refused; 
to do His rjiddlng. After the shouters 
had tired themselves out with the bat- 
tlecry of freedom, and subsided Into 
ordinary howls,'the band took another 
•whirl at it with "America." and the 
solemn strains of the national hymn 
f 
flooded' down from the elevated posi- j 
tion occupied by the musicians, the peo- | 
pie again took up. the air, and this.tlme | 
with something like, an approach, to.har- j 
mony, in which the sweet voices of the 
women largely-appeared. 


Immediately upon the conclusion of 


the anthem,. the .yells became wilrler 
than ever before, b"ut plumes and flags 
arid standards, and even outer garments 
ot the, enthusiastic mob. In the hands of 
the excited bearers, danced and. whirled 
as. If they were component parts, of a. 
vast kaleidoscope: . In unison: with the 
sentiment of the occasion, the.band.lt- 
•clf became an Iris'truinerit of aiiarchy: 
and Jumped in -with, til* Jlimle of"£suiJ;»e 


the little assistance given them from the 
galleries. 
They kept yelling "Quay, 


xQuay, Quay," until the spectators took 
'up the call, and after they had held the 
floor for five minutes, and, when about 
to subside, the band came to the rescue, 
and helped them get their second wind. 
Governor Bulkeley of Connecticut was 
one of the few delegates' from other 
states -who took the" Quay cry. One 
wildly gesticulating Pennsylvanla'dele- 
g-ate climbed on his comrade's shoulder 
and waved a red and blue plume high In 
the air.

There was a monotonous repetition ot

Ohio's 
vote being announced, the delegates be- 
gan to create disorder, and continua- 
tion of the rollcall was difficult.'•• Sena- 
tor Lodge demanded that the serjeant- 
at-arms clear the olEles,-and the officers, 
inade an attempt to. carry the order iriio. 
effect. Just at this point the musicians 
of a band entered at the east door with 
their Instruments In hand and crowded 
in among the alternates. 


Senator Brown of Utah announced for

The Impatience of the crowd was mani-

At this point Edward Lluterbach, 


Platt's chief lieutenant" displaying a 
white waistcoat and a pink ahlrt, walked 
up the aisle, presumably .to' mpve~to 
make the nomination unanimous.; "Ap- 
plication has been made by representa- 
tives" of ail/the.qtieir candidatesi nomin- 
ated," said".iir: "Thurston, "to make a 
certain motion." 'He "continued that he 
thought It best to recognize]r,eprese.i)ta- 
tiyes nt each of th'e" candidates, in the. 
order of their votes. While waiting for 
the announcement.of the result, a.tall 
Pennsylvania delegate began, to throw, 
handfuls of Quay- badges, about, and 
the delegates went for.them,1 ln_ an. un.- 
dignifled "scramble. 


The demonstration on. th.e. annpunce.- 


ment of ircKinley's nomination, iosttd. 
32^t minutes.. Mr^ Thurston-announced! 
thit McKinle'y had received'661% votes. 
The convention.then_burst;Into another 
furiou:i demonstration.. Flags and varie- 
gated, plumes waved, the people cheered 
like mad. 
From outside the ball; came the dull 


booming of-cannon andthe'Wild-clfcnBTof 
car .bells.-" Witt the exception of Senr 
ator Lodge, and one. or- two; other d«Jer 
gates, all were on their-feet, cheering 
arid rejoicing. The portrait of McKInley 
opposite the •peaker's.Btand *wu hoisted 
to vlaw aBain. and tti^NaiKilcos'ii cocked 


hat, that had figured earlier in.the day; 
was raised aloft online staff of an Amerf

Order was finally restored, 


and Mr. Thurston completed the an- 
nouncement of the vote. 


He then recognized Senator Lodge, 


who. mounted a chair, and moved .that 
the nomination be made unanimous. In 
a graceful speech, in which he1 pledged 
the support of the followers of Reed to 
the nominee. 


General Hastings of Pennsylvania 
fol- 


lowed on behalf of the Quay contingent. 
His statement that Republcians of Penn- 
sylvania welcomed the issue of protec- 
tion, set the convention off like aspark. 


Depew arose to second the motion on 


behalf of New York, but-the chairman 
recognized Plait, who, in a single sen- 
tence, seconded the motion, and pledged, 
the state of 2s"ew York to McKInley. 


Eloquent Dave Henderson oC Iowa 


spoke for Allison. He said that the 
T.ork of selecting a national committee 
had been made unnecessary by .Mc- 
Klnley's nomination, as the represen- 
tatives of the country would win the 
campaign themselves. 


Shouts for,.Depew and Hanna came 


from all parts of the hall. Mr. Depew re- 
sponded In a characteristic speech, which 
put the crowd In a good humor, and 
afterward they would not be-content 
until the new general of the Republican 
party, Hanna, had responded. 


Tbe Ohio manager at last mounted a 


chair and motioned for silence. In the 
galleries, especially, there was much 
curiosity to see the man whose name has 
been so potent and so prominent In the 
campaign for the nomination. 
He 


modestly assumed no credit for, Mc- 
Klnley's nomination, "but such fruits 
as may have been the result p'f my 
labors," said he, as he calmly surveyed 
the delegates and galleries, "I lay at 
the 'feet of my party and the altar of 
my country." 


When the motion to make the nomina- 


tion unanimous was put the delegates 
rose en masse. - The general impression 
was that the convention would take a 
recess at this point, and thousands of 
people left the hall, but the delegates 
were determined to close the work of 
the convention before adjourning. They 
supported Mr. Lodge's motion to proceed 
•with the nomination of the vice presi- 
dent Immediately, with great unanimity. 
It was then 6:15 p. m., and the conven- 
tion hHfi been in session eight hours. 


The Vice Presidency. 


It was 0:15 when Senator Lodge made 


the motion that the convention proceed 
to the nomination of a vice president, 
and that speeches be limited to five rriln- 
utes. There was 30 little Interest in the 
second place, or so prevalent on appetite 
for dinner, that In flye minutes the ial- 
lerlee had been deserted. 


Samuel Fessenden of Connecticut was 


recognized to nominate Governor Bulke- 
ley, 
but the convention had exhausted 


Ita enthusiasm so that the mention of 
the name of McKinley failed to draw a 
handclap. 


At the end of the five minutes the 


crowd .called "Time" enthusiastically, 
and thj rollcall proceeded until New 
Jersey was reached, when delegates be- 
gan to cry "Hobart." General Hobart 
waa named by Franklin Fort of Newark. 
The speech was loudly cheered, the New 
Yorkers Joining with the^ New Jersey 
men In the nomination. J. O. Hum- 
phrey of Illinois seconded Hobart's nom- 
ination.

W. -M. Randolph presented the name of 
Henry C. Evans.

Evans, arousing enthusiasm by his pre- 
diction that the party would gain in the 
south all it had lost In the west.

army under Stonewall Jackson, who 
was nominated by D. F. Ballley of Vir- 
ginia. 


A. B. White of West Virginia spoke 


for Hobart. 


The rollcnll began at 7:10. The ad- 


herents of Mr. Evans were very enthu- 
siastic, and loudly cheered every vote 
announced for him. 
When Pennsyl- 


vania cast'her 64 votes for Hobart," his 
nomination was gained, and delegates 
began to leave. Pending the announce- 
ment of the vote, a resolution was 
adopted, making Chairman Thurston 
chairman of the committee to inform the 
presidential nominee of his election, atid 
Temporary-Chairman Fairbanks head of 
the committee to wait on the vice preal-r 
dent for the same purpose.

A resolution was adopted, thanking 


the city of St. Louis for fulfilling all its 
promises In the entertainment of the 
convention. Before the announcement 
of tbe! vote had been made there was a 
rush, from the halL 


Tbe nomination of Hobart wae unani- 


mous. 


After the announcement of the mem- 


bers of the committees to wait on the 
nominees for president and vice presi- 
dent, the convention adjourned at 7:60
